' WAttmroTox, Jan. 30.—Mr. Parson 
(HL), from the committee on public 
lands, reported the Senate bill for the 
creation of three additional land districts 
in Colorado. The bill was passed, yeas 
128, nays 08. 
I Mr. Dalzell (Pa.) called up the 
tlon case of Smith versus Jackson 
the Fourth West Virginia dirtrlci. 
Crisp (Ga) raised the question of 
slderatlon. 
i On this vote the Democrats, with three 
exceptions (Messrs. Backelew, Covert 
and Cowles), refrained from voting. 
While the clerk was calling the roll the 
Speaker was carefully noting the names 
of those Democrats who were present 
and not voting. Before the announce­ 
ment of the vote, Mr. Rogers of Ar­ 
kansas (who had inadvertently voted In 
the affirmative) decided to withdraw his 
vote, but he was met with a storm of 
objections from the Republican side. 
Mr. Rogers endeavored to secure a rul­ 
ing from the Speaker on the question In 
order that he might enter an appeal, but 
the Speaker declined to rule. 
Upon the question of considering the 
Smith vs. Jackson election case, the 
Democrats generally refused to vote and 
made the point of no quorum. The 
Speaker, however, counted as present 
the members refusing to rote and de­ 
clared a quorum present. The House 
t was Immediately in great turmoil, but 
quiet was at length restored, and the 
Speaker made a long statement in justi­ 
fication of his course, quoting precedents 
to maintain the correctness of his posi­ 
tion. 
Mr. Crisp appealed from the decision 
of the chair, and Mr. Rowell, of Illinois, 
moved to table that motion. Mr. Crisp 
demanded to be heard in answer to the 
Speaker, but the latter recognized Mr. 
Rowell instead, whereupon Mr. Crisp de­ 
nounced his conduct as unfair and un­ 
manly. He appealed to the fairness of 
the Republicans and was given the floor, 
yielding for a moment to Mr. Hatch of 
Missouri, who stated that he was paired 
with Mr. Rockwell, of Massachusetts 
and that the Speaker's action la recoil 
lug him as absent under tho circum* 
stances was fallacious and wrong. 
Mr. Crisp then proceeded to make • 
reply to the Speaker's argument. H i 
said that the Speaker's decision, if mw 
talned by the House, would be the 
foundation for the greatest legislative 
fraud ever committed. He quoted from 
speeches by Garfield when a member of 
the House, and also by Mr. Reed, the 
present Speaker, in opposition to the 
Speaker's present attitude. What the 
Democratic members now demanded was 
fixed and definite rules before consider­ 
ing the contested election cases. The 
Democrats had read In public prints 
that the Republican caucus had on Mon­ 
day night reached certain decisions rel­ 
ative to this matter. Mr. Crisp here 
attempted to read from the papers, but 
the Speaker ruled him out of order. 
Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, replied In sup­ 
port of the Speaker. Contested election 
cases constituted a question of the high­ 
est privilege. 
He characterized the 
Democratic attitude as revolutionary. 
He had himself doubted the power of 
tho Speaker to decide a quorum present 
when a vote was not cast, but a recent 
Study of the question had convinced him 
that the constitution gives the Speaker 
inch power. Mr. Cannon read from 
Speeches In 
Congress by 
Randolph 
Tucker, Mr. Springer and others in sup­ 
port of Speaker Reed’s position. 
Mr* Carlisle followed, simply saying 
that the question was higher than parlia­ 
mentary law; that It was one of consti­ 
tutional law. For more than IOO years 
since the organization of Congress no 
. Speaker has ever held that the mere 
presence of a majority, whether partici­ 
pating In legislation or not, made a 
quorum. 
He quoted from the constitu­ 
tion to show that a majority of the mem­ 
bers constituted a quorum, and that It 
only gives power to less than a quorum 
to adjourn or compel the attendance of 
members. He referred to the decision 
of Lieut. Gov. Hill, quoted by Speaker 
Reed, and announced that he could not 
agree with him In his decision of the 
point. He said that lf the Speakers were 
allowed to put names in the journal of 
the House It would be a violation of the 
S p ir it of the constitution. 
Mr. McKinley took the floor to reply, 
Put the House adjouruod without furth­ 
er action.

8AN BLAB INDIANS. 


Country Annexed to tho Cnltad 
Slaton—Defying tho Colombians. 
New Y ork, Jab. 30.—'The Indians of 
the San Blas coast have annexed them­ 
selves and their country to the United 
States. For many years these Indians 
have been supplied with merchandise In 
exchange for cocoanuts by American 
traders. They have had little communi­ 
cation with the rest of Colombia and 
have lived under tribal rule, never ac­ 
knowledging the authority of the gov­ 
ernment at Bogota. 
The recent seizure of American ves­ 
sels laden with goods for them and the 
stoppage of trade with this country by 
the action of the Colombian gunboat La 
Popa exasperated them to the highest 
degree. Several sons of chiefs of the 
larger tribes have been brought to this 
country 
and 
educated iu American 
schools. When the Indians learned of 
the action of the Colombian government 
and the La Popa they decided to become 
at onco American citizens. Soon after­ 
ward the La Popa appeared off the coast 
and a landing party was sent ashore. 
At once the Indians ran up the Amer­ 
ican flag and the firing of a signal gun 
soon brought a large body of armed In­ 
dians to the spot. 
They were armed with machet knives 
and pistols, and completely surrounded 
the force sent ashore from the gunboat. 
The chief, stepping out before his men, 
delivered an address to tho Columbian 
commander, in which ho asserted that 
the San Blae Indians were Americans 
and would fight under the American 
A**- The forces from tho gunboat were 
directed to return immediately aboard 
the vessel or suffer the consequences. 
The Colombian commander had no al­ 
ternative. so he and his men boarded tbe 
vessel and steamed down the coast. A 
second landing was made and the In­ 
dians once more assembled in force and 
declared themselves Americans. They 
demanded the return of the Colombian 
forces to the La Popa. The Colombians 
retired on board and the La Popa sailed 
away. 
There are said to be 30,000 Indians In 
the San Blas district and the attempt by 
the Colombian government to subduo 
them would be fraught with great ex­ 
pense and difficulty. They are a bravo 
and hardy race.

board of trustees of the Institution for 
the Blind met here and practically sus­ 
tained all the charges recently formu­ 
lated and outlined certain needed re­ 
forms and permitted Supervisor Hinchee 
to resign. The report goes to the Gov­ 
ernor, but the principal points have been 
tarnished to the press, as follows: 
Mr. Hinchee tenders his resignation, 
to take effect at once, and tho same has 
been accepted, and B. B. Grey, the for­ 
mer supervisor, has been placed in 
charge temporarily antu a new super­ 
visor has been selected. 
On the question of pupils' correspon­ 
dence, a rule hat been adopted permit­ 
ting unrestricted 
correspondence be­ 
tween pupils and their parents or guar­ 
dians on both sides, but correspondence 
between pupils and others than their 
parents or guardians shall be subject to 
the Inspection of the superintendent 
Regarding corporal punishment: It is 
disapproved and shall be resorted to only 
when all other corrective methods of 
punishment fail, and then only by the 
superintendent In person and In the 
presence of one or more witnesses. 
Regarding food: It appearing to the 
board that all well founded complaints 
have been occasioned by reason of an 
Insufficient number of cooks, tho force 
not being fully adequate for the number 
of inmates, and the shortcomings not 
having been occasioned by wilfulness or 
neglect, the board has directed the 
superintendent to employ such addi­ 
tional cooks and help In the kitchen as 
shall remedy the evil complained of. 
The superintendent has been further 
directed to increase tho variety of edi­ 
bles and to give tho closest possible 
scrutiny to the quality of the food, to 
the end that there shall be no just cause 
for complaint on this score. 
The petitions of the senior class will 
be duly considered at the next mooting 
of the board, which will be soon.

ar Fuel. 
Prepare, during the winter or early 
spring, 
sufficient fuel 
for summer. 
From the time the plow eau be started 
until the corn Is cribbed, time is too 
precious to be used for work that can 
as well be done at another season. T o 
chop wood In July or August is decid­ 
edly hot work; and if the summer stove 
wood is prepared now, the work will 
not be put on wires and girls in the 
summer. 
For summer use. light dry 
wood that will burn quickly, is the 
best 
Wood may now bo cut green, 
when it works easiest and if properly 
stored, it will be dry by the time it is 
wanted. 
Such timber as cottonwood, 
white elm, wild cherry, 
etc., which 
make very Inferior winter fuel, are ex* 
ceilent for summer. 
The logs are 
most easily worked by sawing them 
with a cross-cut saw. into stove-wood 
length, and splitting afterward. 
The 
logs can be hauled up most easily dur­ 
ing the winter, 
when a sled can be 
used. Corn-cobs arc excellent for sum­ 
mer fuel, and are well worth saving 
for the purpose. 


P re serv in g 'Wood. 
I have bqen Interested in the Bluely 
of preserving boards, 
fence 
posts, 
shingles, etc., with crude oil, writes a 
farmer in the Cultivator. 
I believe it 
is the general opinion that tho oil will 
add to their durability very much. 
In 
the fall of 1887 I saturated rn}' barn 
roof, freshly laid with hemlock shin­ 
gles, with the oil. 
It did splendidly 
in holding them to place and not let­ 
ting them warp or split; neither will 
they water soak in three or four day’s 
rain; but I fear they will give out in 
two years more, for on recent examin­ 
ation I find tho wood soft, of no firm­ 
ness, in a state of dry rot. 
On raising 
a shingle with the point of my knife to 
look under it, it broke square off at the 
butt of one above. 
Then going where 
I stored tho oil I found two sticks two 
inches thick on which tho barrels had 
lain 
four years thoroughly soaked 
with oil, rotted and mashod to tho 
ground under the barrels, while those 
three feet away wero comparatively 
sound.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


•Running rn Coal Fire. 
A great deal of complaint is heard 
about the dust and litter from coal- 
stoves, says a writer in the American 
Agriculturist: 
“They are such dirty 
things that I hate the sight of them." 
said a woman to me not long since. 
“The fine dust from thorn covers every­ 
thing. 
I try to keep things clean, but 
it is impossible. 
They are more com­ 
fortable than wood stoves, 
and are 
very 
cheerful, 
but—tho dust from 
them!" 
I remained at the lady's house aday 
or two and had a chance to see how 
her stove was taken care of. 
If there 
was occasion to rouse the fire, 
the 
children would open the front ash -p itJ 
door and poke away at the grate with 
the poker. 
Of course, this sent the 
fine, light ashes flying all over the 
room. 
If they had used the shaker, 
with the ash-pit door closed, 
and the 
check-draft damper open, 
tho dust 
would bavo gono into tho stovepipe; 
not a particle w'ould have come into 
the room. 
When tho ashes wore taken 
up the ash pan was full to overflowing 
and they wero scattered over tho front 
of the stovo and on the floor, and a 
cloud of thorn rose to settlo on every­ 
thing in the room. 
This might have 
been prevented by emptying the ash 
pan before it was full. 
Up to tho time of putting hot water 
heating into my house, we used coal 
stoves and did not find them any more 
dust-producing than wood stoves. 
We 
made it a rule never to allow tho ash 
pan to run over with ashes. 
Every 
night, when the stove was filled and 
the fire shaken down, the pan was 
taken out and emptied, and by attend- 
ng to this regularly it never got quito 
lull, consequently, there was no lit­ 
tering of ashes from it. 
If a little care is exercised in oper­ 
ating a coal stove it will not become a 
nuisance. 
Don’t open the doors while 
you are tinkering the fire. 
It is not 
necessary to do so. 
There aro poke- 
holes through which the poker can be 
used. 
The shaker can be used to re­ 
move the ashes from the grate. 
Man­ 
ufacturers have taken pains to make 
stoves so gas-tight and dust-tight that 
there need be no inconvenience from 
either if they are used as they should 
be­ 
lt may not be generally known that 
the fino ashes from coal are excellent 


* shingled and the floor is earth covered 
with gravel. 
The partitions are made 
of wire netting with a two-foot wide 
I board at the base. 
The nest boxes 
* are accessible from the hallway with- 
’ out entering the pens. 
The roosts are 
2x4 scantling, supported above abroad, 
drop board and made detachable for 
I convenience in cleaning. 
The doors 
for exit of the fowls can be opened and 
dosed from the hallway by a cord 
passing over two small pulleys.

Eggs Ona Cant E ach. 
The question is often asked, “will it 
pay to sell eggs at one cent apiece.” 
One who has had experience, says, we 
have kept close account of our receipts 
and expenses the past year and we 
find, by buying all the feed at retail, 
the actual cost of producing eggs was 
one cent each. 
W e used Leghorns, 
Houdans, Langshans, and Wyandottes 
in tho test- 
So then, all over twelve 
cents a dozen is clear gain, while all 
below that figure would be a loss. 
Again, in making up tho sum we found 
that the hens averaged throe eggs 
apiece during the week. 
W here one 
can grow the feed, the cost should not 
be more than six to eight cents a 
dozen. 
By careful attention, so that 
fowls lay a largo percentage cf their 
eggs in tho winter, 
when prices are 
way up. it can readily be seen there is 
a good profit in an egg farm. 


LIVE STOCK. 


Corn F odder fo r Horses. 
There seems to bo quito a difference 
of opinion among horsemen as to the 
value of corn fodder as a food for 
horses, 
A leading farm paper a few 
weeks 
ago 
cautioned 
its roaders 
against feeding horses on corn stalks, 
stating that they would make tho 
horses’ coats rough. 
Mr. C. W. 
Williams, tho breeder and trainer of 
Axtell, says that his wonderful colt 
bad little besides corn stalks for rough 
fodder during nearly two winters. 
He 
says ho considers corn stalks the best 
rough fodder ho can get for colts. Tho 
writer once worked for a farmer who 
never cut any hay. 
His cattle and 
horses never had any fodder but cured 
corn stalks. 
The animals 
always 
looked well and tho horses did their 
full share of 
work. 
The writer 
now lins two horses that have very lit­ 
tle to do and aro not heavily fed. 
One 
of thorn prefers corn-stalks to hay, 
while the other runs down if fed on 
stalks without hay. 
It is an old horso 
and can not handle tho stalks as well 
as a younger horse would. 
W e find 
that this prejudice against corn-stalks 
for horses is quito common among a 
class of farmers. Except in tho case of 
old horses with poor teeth, we do not 
think the prejudice is just. 
In fact it 
seems reasonable that a moderate sup­ 
ply of well curod stalks will prove 
beneficial to a horse in winter, and 
even with old horses if the stalks could 
becut and moistened with hot water they 
would provo valuable. 
A good deal of 
the objection to stalks for horses may 
be traced to the fact that tho grain of 
corn is fed with the stalks. This makes 
an • •ill-balanced" ration. 
When stalks 
arc fed, give oats and whcat-bran.

HORTICULTURAL. 


Long Heaping of Applot. 
Winter apples of the best keeping 
sorts may be kept unUl summer ap­ 
ples are available. 
Of course, per­ 
fectly sound apples must be selected— 
a small bruise or decayed spot cannot 
be allowed. A temperature just above 
the freezing point, and equable, is es­ 
sential. Fruita do not keep so well in 
a warm temperature, and fluctuations 
are even more to be avoided. 
This should bo observed in keeping 
apples for use during winter and early 
spring} and for this reason it is best to 
have the fruit-room disconnected from 
the cellar, or at least separated from 
the rest of the cellar by a partition. 
if a brick partition cannot be afforded, 
one of matched boards will answer. 
Sliding sash will enable ono to regu­ 
late the temperature. The fruit-room 
should always contain a reliable ther­ 
mometer. 
Select tho apples for long keeping in 
the late fall or early winter, and wrap 
tissue paper around each apple. Bought 
in quantity this paper is cheap, and 
several bushels can be wrapped in an 
hour. Place the apples on shelves, 
stems up. 
Or, what is perhaps a bet­ 
tor plan, pack the apples down in fire 
dried sawdust, or bran, chaff or land 
plaster. The fruit may be packed in 
either kegs. barrels, or boxes. 
First 
make a layer of chaff, or whatever is 
used, an inch thick; titan a layer of ap­ 
ples. stems up; fill all spaces with the 
chaff, and then a layer of chaff, and so 
on. Apples so packed will keep nicely 
in an outhouse with three or four feet 
of straw thrown over them. 
Tile bar­ 
rels or boxes should rest on tho 
ground. 
The apples to be kept should Ihj as­ 
sorted out in the early spring and 
placed in a room that can ho kept cool 
—one that can be opened up to admit 
the cool night air and closed tight 
during the heat of tho day.

If the eggs you have to use for 
frosting are not as fresh as you could 
desire a pinch of salt will make them 
beat stiffer. 
The practice of rubbing the face 
with vaseline or other cosmetics some­ 
times makes the hair grow where it is 
not becoming. Camphor appliances, 
like othor irritants or stimulants to 
the skin, will cause superfluous hair. 
Oatmeal 
Cookies—Ono cupful of 
sugar, two eggs, one cupful of flour, 
one cupful of cold boiled oatmeal, one 
teaspoonful of soda, two teaspoonfuls 
of cream tartar, one tablespoonful of 
butter; roll thin and bako in a quick 
oven. 
All freshly-baked bread should rest 
on a wooden table, with a cloth thrown 
lightly over it, until it is cool enough 
to put away, when you should wrap it 
up in another crash towel, one that is 
perfectly dry. By this means you keep 
all mustiness out of a new box. 
Rub chalk all along the edge of the 
door that “sticks,11 then close it as 
nearly na ypu can. The chalk will 
only come off on that portion of the 
door opposite the part that needs plan­ 
ing to ease tho door. So you need not 
waste your wood and time in planing 
away any other part. 
Orange Pudding’—Put in a baking- 
dish three sweet oranges peeled and 
illced, pour oyer one cupful of sugar, 
mo pint of milk, yelkspf three eggs, 
me tablespoonful of con starch boiled 
antil thick. Whip the whites, pour 
aver the top, and sp} in Oven to stiffen. 
Banana Charlotte—This is simple 
and refreshing. The sides of a quart 
mold are to be lined with sponge cake 
and the bottom of the mold with thin 
slices of bananas. FU1 the mold with 
stiff whipped cream. Set it aside In 
the ice-box till wanted. Remove care­ 
fully from the mold and serve. 
Before administering emetics the 
condition of the patient ought to be 
carefuUy considered. Emetics are im­ 
proper in ruptures or in any case 
where strong physical effort might 
cause injury. They should not be re­ 
sorted to where there is inflammation 
of the stomach, nor can they be given 
with propriety where there is great ex* 
haustion of the, powers of life. 
Consomme Colbert—Cut into sym­ 
metrical strips one small turnip and 
the outside of a carrot ;boii in separate 
waters a few minutes until tender; 
drain; add tho vegetables and a heap­ 
ing tablespoonful of peas to two quarts 
of hot consomme, which is enough for 
eight persons. Poach as many eggs as 
you have guests and send them to tho 
tablo with the soup. When serving add 
one egg to each portion of soup. 
There are so few people in this coun­ 
try who like the taste of anchovy paste 
(very fishy, indeed), that sandwiches 
made from it would probably be quite 
disagreeable. It is much the same way 
with caviare, which is an unpleasant 
looking mass of black globules strong­ 
ly salted. English taste in fish paste 
and Russian taste in sturgeon roe are 
not guides for the delicate and fast Odi­ 
ous American taste.
